A-New War. 

The civilised peoples of the world are so 
thoroughly sick of war in all its forms 
that the news of the latest Greek offensive 
in Asia Minor has failed to excite even the 
mildest interest. No rational] exctse can 
be found for a fresh war against the 
Turks, and Greece's folly in plunging into 
a costly offensive is as great as that of 
Poland last summer in her reckless in- 
vasion of Bolshevist Russia. Greece has 
no money. Even should she realise her 
wildest ambition and drive the Turks into 
the Black Sea, she will never get a penny 
of indemnity out of them. Who, then. 
will pay for her little war? France dis- 
likes the Greeks intensely and has been 
pursuing & pro-Tyrkish policy ever since 
the Armistice. Italy would be very sorry 
to see a Hellenic hegemony in Asia Minor 
and is not likely to waste her money in a 
loan to Athens. Britain has declarod 
strict neutrality and has washed her hands 
of the whole affair. From the Allies, 
therefore, Greece can expect no help, and, 
now that she has started a senseless war, 


Her action is an 
attempt to present the Supreme Council 
with an accomplished fact. The Lendon 
Conference proposed to send a Commission 
to Smyrna in order to decide, once and for 
all, to whom it should be allotted. The 
Turks, strangely enough, accepted this 
proposal—doubtless, with mental reserva- 
tions—but the Greeks rejected it sans 
phrase. They prepared to attack the Turks, 
who, very naturally, took instant steps to 
defend themselves. Mustapha Kemal made 
friends with the Central Government at 
Constantinople and patched up peace with 
the French in Cilicia, thug releasing a 
large number of troops for use against the

A different story comes from 
Angora. Tho Turks announce that the 
first two days’ engagement in the Brusa 
sector has resulted in an easy victory for 
their arms. The Greeks’ offensive, they 
assert, hag been a sorry failure ; a resolute 
counter-attack by the Turkish infantry has 
put them to flight, and they are running 
for their lives back to Brusa with Ottoman 
cavalry hot upon their heels. Clearly, 
both reports cannot be true, and, as 
between Greek and Turk, there is little 
to choose in regard to veracity. The 
Greeks, very probably, have advanced ; 
but Mustapha Kemal will not allow them 
to occupy the railway between Constanti- 
nople and Angora without a struggle, and 
General Papoulas may discover in the 
next few days that he has undertaken a 
formidable task. 

The Greeks are as confident of an early 
victory as the Germans were in the 
autumn of 1914. Then Kaiser Wilhelm 
boasted that he would eat his Christmas 
dinner in Paris; now his brother-in-law's 
supporters declare that Mass will be cele- 
brated in the Church of St. Sophia on 
May 17th—the Orthodox Easter. In the 
meanwhile both belligerents may be re- 
minded that there is such a thing as the 
Treaty of Savres. This instrument has 
many critics. It is very far from 
perfect, and the Allies have accepted 
the necessity of revision. Nevertheless, 
pending such revision by the Supreme 
Council the Treaty must stand. Mustapha 
Kemal is reported to have said that 
it “does not exist,” and the Greeks, 
very obviously, do not propose to 
be bound by any of its provisions 
which do not happen to suit them. The 
launch of the offensive in Asia Minor and 
Mustapha Kemal’s acceptance of the 
challenge have made the Treaty of Savres 
& dead letter for the time being. Should 
the Greeks succeed in occupying Constan- 
tinople, or the Turks succeed in driving 
them out of Smyrna, the application of 
the Treaty’s clauses will become a prac- 
tical impossibility. From the point of | 
view of those who support the Treaty, the 
victory of either side will be disastrous. 
The die, however, seems to have been 
cast and it is much easier to start a war 
than to stop it. For the present the 
Allies can do nothing to prevent the 
Greeks and Turks from slaughtering each 
other unless.they take sides. They must 
remain aloof from the conflict in Asia 
Minor and cdnfine their activities to the 


protection of their own interests. They 
should lose no time, however, in making 
one thing clear to both belligerenis, What- 
ever be the result of this crazy war, they, 
and they alone, will decide the fate of the | 
territory which is in dispute.

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CHIEF JUSTICES OF THE KING’S BENCH 
IN IRELAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—Dr. Elrington Ball, whose authority os 
matters of Irish history is supreme, in his most 
interesting letter in your columns on Thuredey 
last, which constitutes a very valuable specimes 
of his research and learning, states, in my judg: 
ment with his accustom aceufacy, that the 
holders of the great office of Chief Justice of the 
Irish King’s Bench from the reign of Elizabeth 
till the accession of George I. were, with four 
exceptions only, men of Irish birth or blood or 
antecedents, and that from the Hanoverian 
succession till the present time the Chief Justice- 
ship of the Irish King’s Bench and its successor, 
the Chief Justiceship of Ireland, have been 
filled by Irishmen. Having regard to the fact thet 
in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries the 
highest posts in the law in Ireland were mono- 
pelised by Englishmen—Blacketone, for instance, 
the famous aythor of the “ Commentaries,” had 
the refusal of the Chief Justiceship of the Irish 
Court of Common Pleas-—-what was the reason 
for the filling of the Chief Justiceship of the 
King's Bench by Irishmen, who were excluded 
from other great judicial positions in their own 
country? The Chief Justiceship of the King’s 
Bench in Ireland was open to Irishmen because, 
in the words of Mr. Lecky, “it was so in- 
adequately remunerated that it was scarcely an 
at lawyer.” 
arquis Townshend, who was Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland from 1767 fill 1772, in a 
letter to Lord Shelburne. who was then the 
medium of official communications between ths 
Irish Government and the English Cabinet, 
writing on December 20th, 1767, says that the 
salary of the Chief Justice of the King’s Benc! 
in Ireland was at least £500 or a year 
lower than that of the Chief Justice of Common 
Pleas, “for which reason, though the Chief 
Justieeship of the King’s Bench is usually given 
te & gentleman of this country, it seiom be- 
comes an object for any person high in business 
to look up te. I have great reason ta 
believe this office is not at present worth more 
than £1,400 per annum.” In 1769 Sir Hercules 
Langrishe, a distinguished member of the Irish 
House of Commons, wrote: “ The heads af the 
Church, the State, the Army, and the Law in 
Ireland have for a course of years been of 
another country. . . Of the seven chief 
judicial offices only two are occupied by Irish-
